Tiio 
two previous days, were devoted to severe ikrlmlab- 
ing up f di a position. ' At daylight ttid fight oom- 
nienced, &nd was altngctber an affair of artillery.

Men tbrevv away ritlen. kiiapsaokS,- '&e., 
but they were pioU'ed up by friendly hands and 
sieut after Ibeni. At break of day the Oormans— 
.Soxons priaoipally, sonu- rrii3;,i,in rei^iniciits and 
a few Bavarlana— formc-cl tu drive the enemy from 
his supposed positi-in behind the iield-worka but 
found the birds had ftuwn. They had, thoreforc, 
a walk over the cour«c direct into the town 
which they (luickly occupied.

tremity. But saddest in the iiialoiy of ibo balllo 
was tlie indifiorence egtlendcd to the French 
wounded.by,.theiupDp.iiUjiiQir and .which almost! 
m kos me'bolieveieelmg.'Iias altogether llcd from 
tho Trench. Aralcns la a very ricl^, luxurijun 
town, wttiils for nothing, has all to oven eiccaa. 
Yet aot a hand was exiendod' to tlj'^.'lgpP French 
heroes, who reinaineil for two and khroe days in 
the field, till carried offby the fow peasantry who 
remnincd, by straugersnnd Gcrninii soldiers, and 
then no ooraforlablo homo was upoacd to receive 
men whoso wounds m«do one shudder to look at 
aud whose cries of pain can never cease to ring 
in my ear. A few 'hospitable' people plaoed 
Btablei, cow-ho uses, -X-c, at the disposal of the 
wounded, places wiihout windoivs or floors, 
moist nnd wet, not a buadle of straw, not a bed, 
not the ahadow of bedding, there lay the sick, 
till fed, olothed-and oared-by- the Ungllsh Am- 
bulance, till medicilllr':1r't'ayaitf^ their/ two doc- 
tors, naslsicd by twVll^reiJeh'pbysfcltiiiswhonoblir 
stood by ibeft oompaaiona in' arias when ,tho. 
others fled. But (he Amienois never gave a 
thiiught to the indoaeribablo sulferings of their, 
soldiers, they might groan, mortify and- die. They, 
thcniselvea had warm lioincsand gtoaninKJtables. 
I don't think history could find a parallelTor suchl 
hideous culpable unkindncsa. ' 

One met daily the Prussian oflleers at tbo tabic 
/loie. I waa struek willi their great siinnlicity 
nnd earnestness 'They never allude lo thoir suc- 
cesses, and are not at nil desirous to return to 
Yaterlaad, till Franco bo crushed, 1'hey do mean 
to cripple this unhappy country for half a century 
if possible, and ridicule iiio i4oA,«f surrendering. 
Alaaeo nnd I.orraine, They a'dia'it the magnitude 
ofthc task they have in hand, that of subjugating 
n nation. 'They aeltnowledge the French never 
fought more bravely than before Amiens, and 
they reei:gnize the daily increase of tcdistance 
ainiHit; the pniple. iiiii they will pursue tlieii 
task to the bitter end— will ni,ircli to the furthei- 
inosi part of the enniitry till Franco demands 
peace, and, wliat they think mote imporlaiit, is in 
a position to secur* it, 'They seem to have an 
utter detestation of the fianctireurs and vow to 
giro them no quarter, which may be readily be- 
lieved, since they have kept ikcir word whenever 
they had an opportunity. They are full of atories 
nbput French cruelly to their men, when taken 
prisoners or wounded, but I have not been able to 
Itaco anything in tbo way of a crimo coinuiitttd 
in cold bluod. In the way of exci-ssca when pas- 
sion blinds both siik-s alike to mercy, things may 
he done, probably are, which in calmer laoinents, 
would be shunned. 

I have also met with cxcellont opprirtunitic! of 
nseeitiiiniiii; the slate ol French feeling. Il con 
tiuues to increase In hatred as the struggle bo- 
comes prolonged, against llio invaders. There 
is no dilferonoe of opinion that tho Germans aim 
to exterminate the Krerich nation; to plunder 
'lioiu to tho utmost fuilhiug, Thcv avow that up 
to Sedan the Tuotnus had ruisou t'i'ttre, but that 
aubscnuently their aggressions bad no paliation. 
T'liero arc no Ihoaghts of peace, no politieal dif- 
fsreiioss, but uveryivhere zeal to stake life and 
fortune on the dreadful issue. There is one man 
who is regarded ns a commnn bcuefaotor al- 
ihounh at brat sneered ut and ridiculed, that is 
Oamhetln,
